GERMANY. 
BISMARCK’s POLICY, 

Dunant, July 15.—The key of Bismarck’s 
present policy towards the Vatican will be 
found in a recent speech in which he said it was 
praiseworthy, under certain circumstances, to 
fight a quarrel out to the bitter end, but when 
ways and means presented themselves of toning 
down the acefbity of the conflict without affect- 
ing the principle at stake, he would not deem 
himself justified in neglecting such a proffered 
opportunity. 

THE ECCLESIASTICAL LAWS. 

In consequence of the retirement of Dr. Falk 
from the Ministry of Ecclesiastical Affairs, the 
Ecclesiastical laws have been enforced with 
more leniency, and this may ultimately have 
the effect of procuring the recognition of the 
Ecclesiastical laws by the Vatican. 

CHANGE IN THE CONSTITUTION. 

Bills have been lutroduced in the Bundesrath 
for alteration ef those articles of the German 
Constitution by which the Legislature must 
meet and the budget be voted annually, and by 
which the duration of Parliament is fixed at 
three years. The bill which proposes to substi- 
tate biennial meetings of Parliament and a bien- 
nial budget have cregted considerable sensa- 
tion, as tending to further free the Government 
from Parliamentary control. The technica) rea- 
son alleged for the change is the inconvenience 
of discussing two budgets, the Prussian and Im- 
perial, in the same year. It was suggested some 
time ago that they might be taken up in alter- 
nate years. The creation ol a department for 
the control of the Imperial railways is also re- 
garded as a step towards rendering the Goveru- 
ment less dependent on Parliament. 

THE NATIONAL-LIBERAL SECESSION—CAUSE OF 
THE HARD TIMES. : 
By Cableto Cincinnati Enqutrer. 
' Buntry, July 14.—Herr Fritsch is said to have 
organized the movement which led to the seces- 
sion of seventeen National-Liberals, and there- 
by secured the passage of Bismarck’s Tariff bill. 
The personal friendship which existed between 
himself and Lasker is undiminished, but their 
political alliance is at an end. His speech de- 


, livered in the Reichstag created a great sensa- 


tion, as he abandoned all the views he had pre- 
viously entertained, and accepted the theories 
of his former antagonists. Delbruck and 
Lasker replied, and pointed out the fact 
that Germany was the great exchange in 
Central Europe, and that any legislation re- 
stricting ber freedom in any matters involved 
in export or import trade must necessarily be 
injurious to her growth. Lasker pointed to the 
condition of Berlin, and said that its increase of 
pauperisn was ap index of the general financial 
condition of the country, which he attributed to 
the legislation of the Chauellor. He concluded 
his address by a brilliant eulogism of Cavour, in 
which he contrasted the intellectual advance of 
Italy, the freedom of her press and the paucity 
of her libel suits, and what he denounced as the 
tyranny of the military regime prevalent in 
Berlin. Lasker added that the army encroached 
upon the civil law everywhere, and even in the 
United States, where a set of men, careless of 
tradition and reckless of the future of liberty, 
were talking of a successful General as the only 
possible savior of a Republic. This part of his 
speech was most warmly applauded. 


2 PROJECTED TESTIMONIAL TO DR. FALK.

New York Heraid. 

The Servian Government bas advanced a claim 
for %,000,000f. ($600,000) against the Porte 
on account of raids by Albanians into Servian 
territory. If the Porte repudiates the claim, as 
is probable, it is thought that Servia will refuse 
to bear the proportion of the Turkish debt allot- 
ted her by the Treaty of Berlin in consideration 
of her increase of territory. 

The raids on account of which Servia has 
made the above claim took place in April last.

ALASKA FISHERIES. 
4 Rien OPENING. 
Special Daten to The Tribune. 

Wasnineron, D. C., July 15.—A recent dis- 
patch from Europe stating that the United 
States is in negotiation with Russia relative to 
fisheries near Alaska, and that a money com- 
pensation is to be paid by the United States for 
fishing in Russian waters, is not understood at 
the State Department. No such proposition 
has been made or received by the State De- 
partment. Information bas recently been re- 
ceived, however, by the Treasury Department 
which shows that the United States has no need 
to fish in Russian waters, and that the entire 
coast of Alaska, tncluding the islands and em- 
bracing 2,600 miles of sea frontage, is a vast 
reservoir of fish. This report to the Treasury 
discloses the existence of a new store of wealth 
for American industry. This information is con- 
tained in a report from Special Agent of the 
Treasury Morris, who spent two years in inves- 
tigating the resources of Alaska. From this re- 
port it is apparent that as fine cod-fishery banks 
as exist anywhere in the world lie along the 
coast of Alaska, from the peninsula of Unalaska, 
through Norton’s and Kotzebue’s Sounds into 
Behring Straits, and that the fish ia quality and 


size are equal to those caught off the banks or 


Newfoundiand. Capt. White, of the United 
States Revenue Marine Service, who was on 
the Alaska waters last year, reports that he 
scunded along the shores of Alaska for 700 
miles, and found the entire length = codfish 
bank, with plenty ot halibat.

FINANCIAL OPERATIONS OF THE GOVERNMENT. 


Wasuincoton, D. C., July 15.—A memoran- 
dum of the financial operations of the Govero- 
ment has been issued from the Treasury, show- 
ing that the reduction in the interest- 
bearing debt from the highest point, Aug. 
81, 1865, to July 1, . 1879, amounted 
to $583,886,594, and the redaction in the annual 
interest charge, when the present. funding oper- 
ations are completed (Aug. 1, 1879), will be $67,- 
208.919. The total debt has been reduced $729,- 
224,315, and the reduction since March 1, .877, is 
$61,558,886. The bonds refunded under the 
acts of July 14, 1870, and Jan. 2, 1871, 
amounted to $1,396,022,000, on which the annual 
interest charged was $81,673,047. In place vf

CENTRAL PACIFIC FTREIGEHIS. 
San Franctsco Chronicieé. | 

C. P. Huntington, Vice-President of the Cen- 
tral Pacific Kailroed Company and special pro- 
tector of its interests at Washington and New 
York, is on his way to California for a two 
months’ visit, which means that be will remain 
here until after the result of the September 
election shall be made knows. Huntington is a 
veteran lobbyist and manipulator of machine 
politiciaus. He bas made it his special business 
for more than sixteen years, and until last year 
with uniform success. It was therefore to be 
expected that he would come bere to aid bis 
partners in the desperate struggie in which they 


| are engaged, and which hes for its object the 


packing of the high offices of the State—Exec- 
utive, judicial and Jegislative—with pliant 
tools of the firm of Stanford, Huntington & 
Crocker. By the agency of candidates of 
their own selection the railroad firm propose to 
nullify all those provisions of the new Constitu- 
tion which will place a limit upon their greed 
and power IU they shall be carried out in their 
integrity, as they undoubtedly will be if the 
pominees of the new Constitution party shall 
be elected. The suceess of the monopoly firm 
io preventing a perfect alliance between the 
Democratic party and the new Constitution 
party, at Sacramento last week, bas encouraged 
Stanford and his partners to hope that they 
may succeed in electing Pinafore Perkins and 
his corporation crew, and in bis short-lived 
exultation Huntington is already prociaiming 
his intention to disregard that n of the 
new Constitution which provides that vo 
railroad company or other common carrier sball 
com bine or make any contract with the owners 
of any vessel that leaves port or makes port in 
this State, or with any common carrier, by 
which combination or contract the earnings of 
one doing the carrying are to be shared by the 
other not doing the carrying.” 

Readers of the Chronicie searcely need to be 
reminded of the efforts of Stanford, Hunting- 
ton & Co. to monopolize all freight from the 
Eastern States to Pacific Coast at exorbit- 
ant charges for transportation, or of the tricks 
and threats to which they have resorted to com- 
pel importers to order al their goods to be 
shipped by railroad. Among other devices they 
bought off the competition of the Pacific Mail 
steamships by paying to that Company a sub- 
sidy of $60,000 per month, the steamship Com- 
pany agreeing not to take freight below railroad 
rates, and then only such freight as the railroad 
agents should direct. The result of this com- 
bination has been to double the rates charged 
by the steamship Company between New York 
and San Francisco. A few weeks ago 
the railroed firm notified the steamship 
Company that the subsidy would be 
drawn and would not again be renewed, as it 
was forbiddev by the new Constitution of Cali- 
fornia, which comes into force on Jan. 1. On 
receiving this notification the steamship mana- 
gers declared that y would increase their 
sailings and lower their rates, an operation that 
would benefit the citizens of California precisely 
as the clause in our new Constitution intended 
that they should be benefited,—namely, by com- 
petition. This threat alarmed the railroad firm, 
and, as we are injormed by telegraph from 
New York, Huntington was closeted with the 
steamship managers during the very hours on 


. Wednesday last when his cappers at Sacra- 


mento were bribing and seducing Democratic 
delegates to take a stand that would help 
the raiiroad Republican ticket in September.

Denver, Col., July 15.—This morning the

Judge 
Hallett refused to hear the motion, stating that 
the Denver & Rio Grande Company were in 
contempt of Court; that it had been only an act 
of courtesy that they had been heretofore 
heard.

Judge Hillett further said that, 
whatever might be the rights of the parties 
under the lease entered into at Boston, or as to 
the authority of the Atchison Company to 
transact business in Colorado, these questions 
would not be heard until the Denver & Rio 
Grande Compaoy bad restored the property to 
the Atchison Company. The fact was, the 
property had been taken by an abuse of the 
process of the Court, and the property must be 
restored before any question relative to the 
right of the parties would be considered. The 
Court further said that the Receiver bad been 
discharged and directed to return the property 
to the Denver & Rio Grande Company. The 
moment the Denver & Kio Grand Company re- 
ceived the property, ifit was not returned to 
the Atchison Company, the Court would exer- 
cise all the power of the law to 
compel them so to do. Justice Miller 
concurred, aud admigistered a seathing rebuke 
to the Rio.Grande Company for their past con- 
duct, concluding by saying that they bad better 
retracé their steps at once, and put themselves 
right before the Court and country.—that this 
was not a country of violence.

THE GRAND TRUNK AND GREAT 
WESTERN. 

Great efforts are again being madein England 
to bring about a consolidation of the Grand 
Trunk and Great Western Railways of Canada. 
The English papers are filled with articles on 
the much agitated amaigamation between the 
two roads. W. Abbott, a leading English capi- 
talist, who has a large ownership in American 


ralilroads, has issucd a circular on the subject of 


fusion, and his advocacy of the amalgamation is 
attracting considerable attention among the 
shareholders. The following abstract from Mr. 
Abbots’s circular is of interest: 

The Board of the Grand Trunk Company are 
convinced that a fusion or amalgamation of the 
practical character now proposed by them will be 
welcomed by the proprietors oi both Companies as 
the only means of effectually putting an end to the 
ruinous and unnataral antagonism of two ander- 
takings belonging, in a great measure, to the same 
persons. The Directors feel very acutely the 
claims which the large number of persons of all 
classes hoiding the securities of the two Companies 
bave upon the Grand ‘i'rung and Great Western ad- 
ministrations to address themselves, at thie time 
of suifering and depression, to the discussion and 
adoption of real measures of relief. The Directors 
believe, Im the fullest se that these senti- 
ments are entertained with equal earmestues 
by toe Great Western Board, und therefore, 
in order to the subject to «a 
definite issue, 1am desired on the part of tae Grand 
Trunk Boara to make to tue Great Western Board 
the following propdésals, viz.: (a) The two under- 
takings to be placed, at the earliest date possible.

THE KANSAS CITY WAR. 

There was no change in the Kansas City pas- 
senger war yesterday, and the roads from Kan- 
sas and St. Louis still charge 615 through to 
New York. The rates vu Chicago and from Chi- 
cago would have been correspondingly reduced 
yesterday had it not been for the fact that Com- 
missioner Fink has requested the managers of 
the Chicago roads to hold their horses for 
aday or 80, as be was at work on the matter, 
and felt confident that he would bring about a 
settlement of the difficulty within twenty-four 
hours. Sbould Commissioner Fink do nothing 
by this evening, the Chicago lines will certainly 
reduce the East-bound rates; yet it is the gen- 
eral opinion that this step will not become 
necessary and everything will be straightened 
again to-day. 

It has already been mentioned that this dit- 
ficulty was not eo much due to the competition 
between the Chicago and St. Louis roa 6 as to 
a misunderstanding between the two St. Louis 
lines. The Kansas City Tunes gives the follow- 
ing version of the affair: 

There is musicin the air among railroad pas- 
senger men, and all because of a little irregularity 
run down by Mr. Fowler, of the Missouri Pacific. 
As is well known, the representatives of several 
roads met in St. Louis on July 3, and agreed to 
make rates from the Mississippion the basis of 
the St, Louis tariff, with 50 cents, the rate from 
Kansas City to St. Louis, added. The agreement 
was ratified op the morning of tue 4th, and agents 
in this city were notified of the stipulation on 
that day, and the new order of things went 
into etiect immediately. It was agreed that all 
tickets sold after that dute, at a cut rate, should 
be redeemed at schedule rates by the oftice from 
which procured. Mr. Fowler went to the office of 
the St. Louis. Kansas City & Northern Road in this 
city a few days since, and presented a ticket to In- 
dianapo'lis, which was sold on the 3d of July for 
$6.50, and demanded $8.50 for k. —the regular 
tariff. Payment was refused on the ground that 
the ticket was procured on the 3d inst., and that 
the agreement did not become law until the 4th. 
Not only this ticket, but Mr. Fowler had one 
purchased from the Hannibal & St. Joseph 
office to New York for $16.50, with a four- 
day limit, which was contrary to the 
stipulation entered into on the 4th; and, 
taking it all ander consideration, he at once notl- 
fied 1 other roads that he withdrew from the 
combination, apa should act at his own pleasure in 
the matter in the future. Both Mr, Fowler and 
Charlie Lord, of the North Missouri Koad, were in 
the city yesterday, and tue disruption of the agree- 
ment entered into July 4 was the general topic of 
conversation. Me. Lord claims that, 80 far as his 
road is concerned, the agreement has been lived 
up to the letter, aud that the Indianapolis ticket 
was procured before the new order of things went 
into effect. Yesterday tickets to potnts east of the 
Mississippi Could be purcha ed at almost any price, 
and it is thonyist tue 215 rate te Her York will 
again be open to the public before Saturday night.

But between the rails 
that could not Occur, because the wheels of the 
wagons would either rest on both tracks or on 
one rail, and the other wheel on the outside 
pavement. 

THE GREAT DESIDERATUM 
in a city street pavement is a material that will 
not be injurious to horses,—a material that will 
last und can be easily repaired from day to day, 
so that the bed can always be kept in good 
order. Wooden blocks are objectionable because 
they cannot be repaired. if one sinks a little 
below its fellows, to make the street even you 
would have to cut off a piece of the surrounding 
blocks; or, 1f one is worn down, you would bave 
to replace it with a sawed biock; otherwise the 
ove substituted would be higher than the other. 
When there is a break in a wooden block vave- 
ment it soon goes to pieces. With stone, how- 
ever, one is broken you can lift it out andput 


m another, and easily level it with a hammer. 


It one sinks, putting in a little more sand will 
restore its original hight. In European cities 
the repairing ts done at night or early in the 
morning, when there is little or no travel, and 
thé stone or Belgian pavements there are always 
smooth.

pavement was erer put down. A pavement 
should bea permanent investment. t year, 
for instance, Dearborn street was paved be- 
tween Madison and Monroe. A short time ago 


the blocks were removed for a space of 20x30 


feet to put in a large water-pipe. The blocks 
which were originally there were carted away by 
somebody or other, and the place was filled up 
with earth to the level of the surrounding biocks, 
Complaint was made to the Department of 
Publie Works, which stated that the contractor 
had promised to replace the blocks, and was 
then just about to do so. That was some 
weeks ago, and yet no steps have been taken to 
remedy the mischief done. So long as such 
things as these are permitted, it is, of course, 
impossible to expect any permanency ip pave- 
ments. 
Few people have any idea of the 
AMOUNT OF MONEY 


which has been exbended in this city for paving, 
and of how little remains to represent the out- 
lay. Itis impossibie to give with any accuracy 
the number of millions which have been thus 
laid out. Had the work all been done by 
special assessment the sum could be 
figured out, though it would take mucd time, 
but in numerous cases it bas been done by pri- 
vate contract. Nearly all of the work of late 
has been done in this way, and of these expendi- 
tures there is no record. To show now monev 
may be wasted in this way the case of one street 
may be cited,— 
LAKE STREET, 
between the river and the Union depot. It was 
was first paved with cobble-stones in 1856 at a 
cost of $29,200; with wooden blocks in 1861, at 
a cost of $35,800; with the same material in 
1870 (from State street to the bridge) at a cost 
of $31,560; a total of 056 in fourteen vears. 
After the fire the pavement was mended by 
turning the blocks over atacost of 813.000. 
Now Lake street is mo longer the 
business thoroughiare it was. There is 
not the same demand for a first-class pavement, 
perhaps, that there was in those davs before the 
fire, wheo it was the mam business street in 
Chicago. But it is rebuilt nearly all its length, 
and is occupied by stores, most of which are 
tenanted. At present there is 
A SORT OF PAVEMENT 

there which is kept in order by occasional 
patching. Ashort time ago broken stone was 
dumped into some of the worst sink-holes in 
the street, and it was put into such shape that 
teams would be a little less apt to get wrecked 
thau before, but, practically, there is no pave- 
ment worth speak of, and it will not be 
long before the demands of business will re- 
quire another. Now it appears that there has 
been expended on this street since 1861 
$111,000 for paving, and a year from now noth- 
ing will remain to show that there ever was any 
money expended. It would perhaps’ have been 
cheaper if a permanent pavement had been 

ut down in the first place. It would certainly 

ave been cheaper for the property-bolders.

rest,—a foundation which, while costing con- 
siderable at the outset, would yet, in the long 
run, be infinitely cheaper than the extravagant, 
cheaply-made wooden pavement which this city 
has hitherto been using.

BRIGHAM YOUNG'S ESTATE. 


A Suit by the Heirs-at-Law Against the 
Kxecutors of the Estate, 
New York Tribune. 

When the late head of the Mormon 
Church died two vears ago, he left an estate 
Valued at from $2,500,000 to $8,500,000, and from 
the particulars of a suit brougnt in the District 
Court of the United States for the Territory of 
Utah, by a daughter of Brigham, given to a 
Tribune reporter yesterday by a gentleman from 
Salt Lake, it appears that ‘a well-devised at- 
tempt bas been made to turn over the larger 
share of it to the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-Day Saints. On June 14 the suit referred 
to was begun in the name of Emiline A. Young 
McIntosh, a daughter and beir-at-law of Brig- 
ham Young, for herself and other bene- 
ficiaries under his will, pumbering, as 
named in the complaint, some seventy 
heirs, and such others as mey have been 
omitted,Jagainst George Q. Cannon, Albert 
Carrington, aud 2 * Young, Jr., executors 
of the deceased, and John Taylor, trustee in 
trust of the Church, and others. The com- 
plaint alleges that the executors, being also as- 
sistant-trustees of the Church Corporation, have 
grosely neglected and violated their duties, and 
that hey have willfully and fraudulently wast- 
ed, converted, and suffered to be wasted and 
converted, about $1,200,000 worth of the proper- 
ty of the estate. Of this, 200, C00 is alleged to 
have been converted to their own use, under 
pretence of compensation for their services, ex- 
penses, and payment of legacies, They are 
charged with..having frauduleatly allowed, in 
defiance of law, a false and frauaulent claim 
against the estate of their testatur, made by the 
Trustee-in-Trust Tavior for the Church, 
amounting to $999,682.90, one 
this. claim bemg $528,867.18 for 
in credits m President B. 
private accounts. Ocher trifling 
of $30,000 and $9,074 being included in the ag- 
gregate. The approyal of the Probate Court to 
this claim is alleged to baye been obtained by 
collusion and fraud between the executors and 
Taylor. The complaint states that no such in- 
a ness ever existed, or, if it did exist, it had 
been barred by the lagse. of time in which it 
should have been presented against the estate, 
and also that the Church claimant was not capa- 
ble by law of holding such an estate. This 
claim was liquidated by the executors by the 
transfer to the Church Corporation of twenty- 
five separate pieces of perty and personal 
property to the value of $400, thus dimin- 
ishing the estate by not less than $1,000,000. Io 
this transfer executors Were both grantors 
and grantees. They were also members of the 
Aposties Quorum, known and called in 
the discipiine and aoctrines of the Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints as 
the Twelve Apostles, which is the head of 
the Church, and which claims authority to con- 
trol and direct the acts and conduct of the 
members of said Church, of which the plaintiff 
and other beneficiaries uoder Brigham Young’s 
will were members. 
claimed they bad the right to dispose of the 
property as a religious duty, and that if any of 
the beneficiaries, legatees, or heirs-at-law re- 
fused to submit to their commands or doings, 
they had the right to disinherit all so refusing, 
and deprive them of all share in the estate. 
After having wasted the estate, as claimed, the 
executors announced that the residue was ready 
for distribution; but demanded, before deliver- 
ing the shares under the will, full and entire re- 
leases to themselves for all other claims against 
them; and, using their spiritual authority, they 
did compel each of the beneticiaries under 
the will to make such releases, except Nabby 
Howe Clawson, an beir, who refused, and 
received nothing. The complaint alleges that 
the orders for the sales of the real estate were 
made by the Propate Court, and that sub- 
sequently Taylor made conveyances of the real 
estate to third parties, as a device to avoid the 
effect of the United States law, which prohibits 
anv religious corporation from holding more than 
$50,000 of real estate. ‘The income of the Young 
property conveyed to the Church is stated to be 
$100,000 per annum, and this is now received 
by Taylor. Even the distributionsas made are 
stated to be unfair and unequal, tavoritism 
being shown for some and invidious distinctions 
against others. The prayer of the complamt 
was for the appointment of a Receiver; 
an injunction against the executors 
and Taylor from meddling with the 
estate in any way; for an allowance to 
carry on the suit; that all convevances made by 
the executors and Taylor be declared fraudulent 
and void; that the executors be suspended and 
removed, and that trustees Le appointed to set- 
tle and distribute the estate. On the day the 
complaint was filed, the Judge of the United 
States District Court granted the application for 
a Receiver, and an injunction was issued enjoin- 
ing the executors and Taylor from any interfer- 
ence in the estate. Instead of one Receiver, W. 
S. McCornick, a wealthy banker in Salt Lake 
City, and United-States-Marsbal M. Shaughnes- 
sy were appointed Receivers. If the full prayer 
of the complaint is granted on hearing, the 
wives and children of the 2 Prophet will 
receive twice as much as under the distribution 
by the executors and the apostles,

CLEANSING THE CITY. 

The Common Council, at the meeting on 
Monday night, acted wisely and promptly in 
placing at the disposal of the Commissioner 
of Health certain funds to be used in case 
of emergency to protect the health of the 
city. No expenditure of money can be 
made for purposés so directly bearing upon 
the protection of life and health. 

The condition of all large cities offers 
direct invitations to disease, and, under cer- 
tain circumstances, to epidemics. In all 
large cities there are many flagrant viola- 
tions of all sanitary regulations which es- 
cape notice, but are nevertheless faithful 
breeders of disease. In a city like Chicago, 
where the increase of population is so much 
greater than the possibility of improvements, 
leaving of necessity large districts unpro- 
vided with sewers, water, and paved streets, 
the difficulty of enforcing sanitary regula- 
tions is more certain than in older 
cities. It was found necessary years 
ago, for sanitary purposes, and in 
order to admit of proper drainage, to 
raise the street surface of Chicago consider- 
ably above the nataral level, and after the 
fire this grade was still further raised. 
Wherever there is a paved street its bed has 
to be filkd in, and until the intersecting 
streets are also filled in the same proportion 
the elevated and improved streets serve as a 
sort of dam, arresting the natural surface- 
drainage and ing these side streets un- 
drained, and, a consequence, filthy and 
more or less malarious. In all such cases 
sewerage is an absolute necessity ; but the 
pecuniary ability to extend sewerage to meet 
the ever-increasing area of populated dis- 
tricts is impossible. In large areas of the 
outer wards of the city there is Still 
a lack of sewers, and we are afraid 
a serious lack of connections between 
the houses and the sewers that have 
been provided. The result is that there are 
large districts where the streets and alleys 
are filed with the accumulations of stable 
manure, and of all manner of filth, which, 
forming the surface, beo: me, under the joint 
effects of rains and torrid sun, steaming beds 
of disease in every form. The lists of mor- 
tality taken by wards tell the story of un- 
cleaned streets, not merely streets unswept 
of ordinary dust, but streets where the soil 
is largely made from stable manure, garbage, 
and foul substances, which no agency, pub- 
lic or private, makes any effort to remove. 
The Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, and Fourteenth 
Wards are deplorable examples of this inat- 
tention to all sanitary precautions. Not that 
these localities are alone or singular in this 
respect. We published yesterday the report 
of one of the physicians who are serving as 
volunteer inspectors as to the condition of 
one tenement in the Ninth Ward. Had any 
person proposed to establish a pest- 
house in that ward it would have 
instantly aroused the indignation of the 
neighborhood, while in the case we have re- 
ferred to there was a pest-house in full blast 
and operation, breeding and disseminating 
disease in every direction, and wholly un- 
protected by any pretense towards decency 
or regard for life or health. In that same 
ward, in which there is not one foot of stree 
that is not paved and sewered, there are 
scores of other establishments crowded by 
human inmates which are pestilential. The 
time has come when the common safety de- 
mands the interposition of authority, and 
the enforced abatement of nuisances 
and the forcible removal of the sources 
of disease. When men and women 
sit down quietly and contentedly in 
beds of filth, surrounded by all ‘the 
circumstances which produce disease and 
spread death by infection and contagion, 
and make no effort for the protection of 
themselves or cthers, then society owes it 
to the common safety to interpose and abate 
the threatened calamity. The occurrence ot 
a single case of cholera would carry dismay 
into every house in Chicago, while in the 
Ninth Ward, in the very heart of the city, 
provided with sewers, paved streets, and 
water, are a score of premises loudly, 


strongly, continuously at work to produce | 
not only cholera, but the whole range of 


diseases which once started would find wide- 
spread food for pestilence. 

The Health Commissioner proposes to em- 
ploy fifty additional scavenger wagons to re- 
move the secumulations now demanding 
immediate attention. It would be bétter if 
he had the means and the power to employ 
three times that number, and make the work 


mitted in yards and outhouses or in adjoin- 
alleys, where the plambing generally is 


| ing 
defective, and where disease and death are 


thus defiantly invited to enter the premises. 
It is safe to say that the cases of defective 
drainege from sewer and closet pipes—a 
certain breeder of disease—are sO numerous 
that it may be ssid to be general. This 
is especially the case in rented honses 
where landlords will not overhaul and place 
in thorough condition the sewerage of the 
house, and where tenants content themselves 
with patching at the least expenditure. In 
a recent case in England a tenant who had 
leased a house at a very large rent refused to 
occupy the premises or pay the rent because 
the sewerage was defective. ‘The Courts sus- 
tained the tenant on the ground that imper- 
fect sewerago was hazardous to human health 
and life, and that when aman offered a 
dwelling for rent perfect sewerage was im- 
plied in the contract, The visitors author- 
ized by the Health Commissioner should in- 


} spect the sewerage of every dwelling, large 
‘and small, in their districts, and report 
“promptly every case where there is a defect, 


and the health authorities should compel! the 
owner of the premises at whatever cost to 
remedy the evil. 

Never was there a better time, never was 
there a more pressing necessity, for this 
thorough and general cleansing of the city 
and the removal of all causes of disease than 
now. The weather is intensely hot. The 
mortality among children is extraordinary 
all parts of the country, and especially in 
the large cities. Extreme beat in Chicago is 
so exceptional that it has a fatal effect upon 
the sick, the weak, and the delicate. Hence 
the greater necessity for removing so far as 
is possible all the inducing causes of disease. 
The best time to put things in order is before 
and not an epidemic. Therefore we 
hope that Dr. Dz Woxr will employ all the 
means at his disposal to place the sanitary 
condition of the city in the best possible 
order, and that he have this done forthwith. 

TILDEN AND EWING. 

It is now generally admitted by knowing 
Democrats that TD and Ewine have en- 
tered into an alliance, offensive and de- 
fonsive, with the understanding that the 
former shall help the latter to be elected 
Governor of Ohio, and that the latter shall 
transfer his strength to the former in the 
Presidential Convention. It is understood 
that, in addition to TDA 's personal aid 
and liberal money contributions to Ewra’s 
election as Governor, Ewine is to have a 
choice between remaining Governor, taking 
the second place on the Presidential ticket, 
or going to the United States Senate; in case 
Ewe shall prefer the Senate, Mr. Prot 
Ton is to be nominated for Vice-President on 
the Tito ticket. For his part, Ewme 
agrees to abandon fiatism, so far as the 
present campeign is concerned, relying upon 
his past utterances to carry the fiat wing of 
the Democratic party. Hs is to endeavor to 
conciliate the hard-money Democrats in 


Ohio, and, in case of success, to use his 


prestige to turn over the Ohio delegation and 
such other personal following as he may 
have to Tb. The editor of the Leaven- 
worth (Kan,) Press contributes some valu- 
able information about the compact from his 
personal knowledge. He says: 

Gen. Ewu visited New York City very soon 
after his nomination; a meeting was arranged be- 
tween him and Tun at Gramercy Park. They 
met at 11 o'clock at night, and the meeting lasted 
till after 8 in the morning. At thie meeting, in the 
solitary hours of the night, a programme was 
mapped out for the campaign in Ohio for 1879. and 
of the Nation in 1880. For tue campaign in Ohio.

As a consideration for Mr. Ti_pen’s money 
and other manipulating powers, Gen. Ewro was 
to see to it that Joux G. Tompson 
should have nothing to do with the can- 
vass, nor should he in any manner have 
the use of or the direction of the er- 
penditure of any portion of this money, but it 
should be expended for TiLpEx's benefit as well as 
for Ewirne’s. That, though Ewine might direct 
how and where 4 portion of the money shoald be 
expended, the money should be handied and dis- 
bursed by Imosv's chosen agents. That for 1880 
Ewine should aid Torx to obtain the delegates 
from Ohio in the Democratic National Convention; 
but, if that was found impossibie, then to obtain a 
delegation for Ew1ne and transfer them to TILDEN. 
But at alt hazards to snow under TaunMayN and 
Henpricxs. We have so much confdence in the 
testimony from which we reach these conclusions, 
and assert these facte, that, were human life at 
stake, we could only answer we know themto be 
true,” 

This must be conceded to be very definite 
information, and it is imparted in a tone 
calculated to inspire confidence. The same 
journal goes on to say that TLD! princi- 
pal agent in the distributioa of money in 
Ohio will be one Haray Fixer, now of 
New York, who represented Tn in Kan- 
sas in 1876, and who is described as vigi- 
lant, active, soulless, and cunning”; and it 
predicts with perfect assurance that said 
FixLxx will be found moving around Cincin- 
natiin particular and other Ohio cities in 
general shortly before election. The Press 
voices the sentiments of a large faction of 
the Democracy when it expresses admiration 
for Ewixe but horror for TiupeNn, and con- 
cludes that it would much prefer Ewrne 
should be committed to the shooks of defeat 
rather than Tuns should be exalted to the 
head of the Democratic party of this Nation.” 

This compact between Tron and Ewino 
is infamous from every possible point of view. 
It bespeaks a low estimate of the morals of the 
American people, and particularly of the 
Democratic party, in assuming chat nomina- 
tions and elections can be bought and sold, 
and honest men in the Democratic party 
should resent the imputation by repudiating 
the men who makeit. The hard-money 
Democrats and the soft-money Demoorats 
are both to be sold out, und principle on 
either side is to be sacrificed to the personal 
ambition of EW] and TD Nn. The men 
who have made Ewna what he is on account 
of his supposed devotion to the flat cause 
are to be used to elevate an enemy of that 
cause to the chief pla es in the Nation, and 
the men who adhere to Trzpzn almost solely 
because he is believed to be in favor of hon- 
est money are to be deluded for his sake into 
supporting a fiatist, first for Governor and 
then for Senator or Vice-President, Ameri- 
can politics has never before developed so 
shameless an abandonment of principle to 
achieve party success as a popular indorse- 
ment of this contract would attest. 

The conjanction of T1:psn and Ewa, or 
Tux and Peypierox, upon a Presidential 
ticket would be so palpable a contradiction 
as to excite ridicule.

POWDER AND PROTECTION FOR BIé- 


MARCK. 

In the opinion of BMA the two things 
necessary for German prosperity are powder 
and a protective tariff. It has long been his 
desire to free the German army from all leg- 
islative control, so that its numbers and 
means of support might be entirely inde- 
pendent of the Reichstag. His idea has 
been that the Executive authority of the 
Empire should possess in its own right the 
means of maintaining ite army without ref- 


| erence to the representatives of the people, 


and it was to obtain the revenue necessary 
for this purpose that he recently introduced, 
and hes so strongly advocated, the bill for a 
protective tariff in the Reichstag. It was 
recently stated by Herr Lasxrn, leader in the 
German Parliament of the National Liberals, 
that the question at issue regarding this bill 
had bat little todo either with protection 
or free trade; that Buancx wished to ob- 
tain the means of maintaining the present 
military organization without overburdening 
the budget; and that the centralization of 
the proceeds of a protective tariff in the 
hands of the Government removed the chief 
obstacle to the increase of the military ex- 
penditure, as it enabled direct taxation to be 
reduced, For this reason, and notwithstand- 
ing the fact they have heretofore been the 
strongest supporters of the Chancellor, the 
National Liberals refused to follow him and 
unanimously voted against the bill. 

Finding that he could not obtain their sup- 
port to carry out his scheme, although cer- 
tainly the advantages of protection and the 
evils of free trade have never been more 
forcibly explained than in his speech to the 
Reichstag advocating the bill, Bismarcx at 
once sought an understanding with the Oath- 
olic representatives in that body. To bring 
this about, a modification of the laws relative 
to the treatment of Catholics in Prussia was 
demanded by the Catholic members of 
the Reichstag. Negotiations were entered 
into by Bismarck with the Vatican on 
the subject, and, as the price of their 
support to the bill by Catholic mem- 
bers of the German Parliament, the ob- 
noxious laws in Prussia against Catholics 
will be either repealed or rendered of no 
effect. For this reason, also, the Prussian 
Minister of Worship and Public Instruc- 
tion, Falk, who was the author of the laws 
in question, has been forced to resign, and 
his resignation has been followed by that of 
two other members of the Prussian Cabinet. 
By the support of the Oatholic members of 
the Reichstag, Baan 's majority in favor 
of the Tariff bill is now assured, and the bill 
will soon become law. 

The expenditure of the German Empire is 
defrayed from the revenues accruing from 
customs, certain taxes upon spirits, wine, 
beet-root sugar, and tobaceo, and the profits 
of the post and telegraphs. If the receipts 
from these sources are insufficient to cover 
the expenditures, the different States of 
Germany are assessed, in proportion to their 
population, to make up the deficiency. 
Their contribution to the revenue of the 
Empire for the year ending March 31 was 
87,145,516 marks, and, as the finances of most 
of them are derived principally from dire¢t 
taxation, Parliamentary action in each was 
necessary for the payment of its quota. By 
the present Tariff bill Brsemancx proposes to 
do away with all such assessments and the 
consequent Parliamentary discussions they 
excite. It is supposed by him and other ad- 
vocates of the bill that the revenue arising 
from it will be sufficient to permit of a part 
of it being distributed to the different States. 
An amendment for this purpose to the bil) 
has, with his consent, been passed, by which 
allrevenue from the bill beyond a certain 
fixed amount for the Imperial Treasury is tu 
be distributed to the States. This, of course, 
has a tendency to relieve his scheme for 
making the army independent of civil au- 
thority from any opposition the States migh: 
have been digposed to offer, and goes far to- 
wards making the bill popular with their 
Governments, as well as with the Bundes- 
rath, or Federal Oouncil of the Empire, 
which is composed entirely of representa- 
tives appointed by the executive authoritie- 
of the States. n ö 

The strength of the German army on the 
peace footing was fixed at 401,659 men by 
an Army bill which passed the Reichstag in 
1874. This number was to constitute its 
strength for seven years, aud this limit ex- 


strength of the active army increased. He 
deems it insufficient not only on account of 
the enormous armaments of France, Russia, 
and Austria, but becanse, it is said, he enter- 
tains certain views looking to the annexation 
of Holland, and perhaps of Belgium, which 
would inevitably bring Germany into con- 
flict with France and England combined. 
Paragraph 6 of the Military Constitution of 
the Empire prescribes that the Reichstag 
shall fix the number of the army in time of 
peace, and since the expenditure of the 
French indemnity fund it bas been with 
much difficulty that the necessary means for 
army muintenance could be found. The 
Reichstag has, therefore, been much more 
disposed to reduce the military establishment 
than to concur in Bismancn’s views 
for its increase. The Constitution, however, 
contains 8 clause somewhat in conflict with 
this paragraph, and he has already, under 
this clause, submitted to the Emperor the 
necessity for withholding from the Reichstag 
after 1881 the power to fix the military

The ultimate result will of course be 
a large increase of revenue; but whether 
the effects of the bill prove beneficial for the 
material interests of Germany is another 
matter. It is claimed by some German econ- 
omists that the new duties maf not protect 
home manufactures sufficiently to satisfy the 
manufacturers, or that, if they are satisfied 
and the home market is assured to them as a 
result of the bill, it will be at the expense of, 
the consumers. Although the new duties to 
be levied are quite moderate in compar- 
ison with those of the United States, yet the 
bill is so sweeping in its application that not 
even breadstuffs are excepted, and it can 
hardly be otherwise than that many classes 
of the German population must suffer. The 
bill willno doubt eventually bring the in- 
creased pablic revenue desired by Brsmaxcx, 
peor ee Hy mb can by any means 
relieve the private distress already existing in 
Germany. It is much more probable that it 
will impose increased burdens upon a large 
majority of the German people, who are al- 
ready suffering from a financial crisis some- 
what similar to that through which we have 


just passed. 


The defense of Col. Taomas Burond, the 
Kentuckian who shot down and killed Judge 
Ex. Liorr, of the Supreme Court of the State, is 
to be insanity.

Tuomas bimscif began to exhibit his aberra- 
tions early in life, and they continued until late.

R. R. Jones, of 
Keokuk, acted as judge at the start and finish, 
and J. A. St. John, of St. Louis, at the turning 
buoys. The frst race of the day was the junior 
single sculls, which was called at 2:30 o'clock. 
Owing to the number of entries it was rowed in 
heats. Thecrews were designated by the bow- 
oarsmen, the color of whose cap corresponded 
with his turning flag. There were four of these,— 
red, white, green, and orange,—indicating the 
water of each crew in regular succession from 
the Iowa shore. The entries in the frst heat 
were Gill, Underwood, and Getty, of St. Paul. 
and Muchmore, of Chicago. At the word “go” 
Muchmore caught the water first, and won an 
easy heat in 15: 15K, Gill second. The con- 
testants in the second heat were Beastley of Peo- 
ria, Becker of St. Paul, Edey of Chicago, and 
Billings of Riverdale. Beastiey had a walk-over, 
taking off his hat at the turning-buoy to salute the 
judge. Time, 14:34. The third heat was rowea 
by Tillinghaust, of Moltue; Bassett, of Minne- 
apolis; and Rhodes, of St. Paul. The last 
named won without trouble in 15:29. 

The winners of these beats will row a final 
heat to-morrow afternoon to decide the race. 

The senior four-oared shell was called at 4 
o'clock. The entries were the Modoes, of St. 
Louis; the Silvans, of Molioe; the Dixon crew; 
and the Farraguts, of Chicago. The Silvans 
tookthe water firet, but at the ball 
mile the Farraguts had gained a lead, 
which they kept. One of the Silvans 
doubled upfin his boat, and the remaining three 
men went over the course, following their lead- 
ers farther at every quarter. The Chicago boys 
pulled in excellent form. and crossed the finish 
in 18:11. The crew was composed of C. 8. 
Downs, J. EB. and G. J. Muchmore, and W. W. 
Young. 

The frst trial beat in the junior four-cared 
shell-race was called. There drew into line the 
Farraguts, of Chicago, the Davenport four, the 
Peoria crew, and the Modoca, of St. Louis. The 
St. Louis boys merely scored, and at the eighth 
of a mile the Farraguts pulled out.

CHICAGO. 
Humanity perspired yesterday as it hasn’t 
perspired before this summer, and swore—or 
asseverated—that it was the hottest day of the 


it was that it kept on getting more 
bot, more sultry, more sticky, and more gener- 
ally provocative of “strong language and 
abuse” directed against thermometers, Signal- 
Service offices, weather reports, and all 
their works. Early im the day came 
the alluring announcement that. while it would 
be the hottest day of the season, yet there were 
rumors, prospects, probabilities, and such like, 
of a breeze from somewhere up north before 
bedtime. The public groaned and sweat under 
its weary burdens, and the more gullible por- 
tion thereof laid the flattering unction to its 
soul, and, metaphorically speaking, hugged and 
squeezed it for all it was worth. But the sun 
came down hotter and hotter, the breeze failed 
to blow,—and nobody went below. The 
great public, hot and sizzling, sweat 
great rivers of perspiration, and the aforesaid 
bope that it had been hugaing for*hours took on 
the condition of a squeezed lemon trampled un- 
derfoot of men. The weather man and his de- 
lusive proguostications were voted frands of the 
most unmitigated stamp, and the aforesaid pub- 
lic set about laying in fresh supplies of fans, 
linen dusters, sun-umbrellas, ice-water, lemon- 
ade, etc., having made up its mind to endure a 
long siege with all the equanimity that was pos- 
sible under the circumstances. 
Along in the evening—rather later, however, 
than usual—e slight breeze dia spring up, 
though it came from the west instead of the 
north, and though it demonstrated even more 
clearly than ever that the weather prophet ocea- 
sionally goes it blind on his prognostications. 
But the breeze was slight,—very slight,—and 
there was little virtue in it,—not enough to 
allay the vigorous beating-ap which everybody 
had experienced during the day. 
- The weather yesterday was naturally very 
severe on the horses,—the prancing steeds who 
draw the street-cars as well as others,—but 
every means of providing against sunstroke 
were resorted to, and an ounce of prevention 
again proved to be better than several pounds 
of cure.

Owing to the increased heat, and the debility 
produced by the warm weather of previous 
days, the number of casualties was largely in- 
creased. 

At noon Michael Lodaszewiski, at work in 
Stritz & Co.’s brick-vard on Goose Island pear 
the Jivision street bridge, was sunstruck. He 
was taken at once to his home, No. 44 Ingraham 
street, where he was attended by Dr. Deslau. 
It is expected that he will recover, as he is a 
stout, healthy young man, only 26 years of age. 
The symptoms in the case were the same as 
those usual in severe cases of sunstroke. 

One of a team of horses owned by John 
Gillan, of No. 474 Thirty-seventh street, while 
on the way home from a funeral dropped dead 
from sunstroke at the corner of Clark and 
Ceutre streets.

Georgia, 86, a loss of 7; Florida, 91, 4 loss of 
4; Alabama, 96, no change; Mississippi, 92, Joss 
of 7; Louisiana, 98, loss of 2; Texas, 90, loas 
of 4; Arkansas, 103, gain of 3; Tennessee, 101, 
gain of 7. 

Coru— The area planted in the whole country 
exceeds that planted last year. Carolina, Mis- 
sissippi, Arkansas, and Tennessee show the 
largest gain in the South. Obio and Indiana 
show some decrease, while Illinois increases 7 
per cent. The States west of the Mississippi 
River make the largest gains asa section, Ne- 
braska, Kansas, Iowa, and Missouri all ranging 
from 104 to 118. The condition in all the South- 
ern States is low, on account of drought; in 
Texas not over half a crop, The Northern 
States show a fair condition, while those west 
of the Mississippi River ahow a very high aver- 
age,—over 100. 

Tobacco—The acreage for the whole country 
shows a decrease. In the four States—Connect- 
icut, Massachusetts, New York, and Pennsylya- 
nla—in which the bulk of the seed-leaf tobacco 
is grown, there is an increase in acreage of about 
18 per cent as compared with 1878. Of the 
States producing shipping, manufacturing. and 
smoking tobacco which cunstitates nine-tenths 
of the tobacco, grown in the United States, 
North Carolina alone shows an increase in the area 
planted. All others indicate a material decrease 
from the 2 of last year. The condition 
for the whole ebuntry is slightly below that of 
July 1, 1878. Massachusetts alone, of the 
States bordering on the Atlantic, shows an in- 
creased condition, and Tennessee, in the West, 
places her condition at 94, against 89 last year. 

Spring Wheat—Returns for July give the 
‘average condition of spring wheat at 91, against 
106 July 1, 1878. The northern New England 
States range nearly up to the average. A few 
counties in Northern New York average 89. 
Texas, the only Southern State producing it to 
any extent, reports but 61, In the Northwest 
the spring-wheat States range from 923 to 96, 
but Iowa falls to 88. The spring-wheat crop of 
Kansas is but 68. On the Pacific Coast, most of 
the California crop is returned as spring wheat, 
and averages 92. The small spring-wheat crop 
of Oregon is a full average. The condition of 
the crop in the Southwest and Northwest was 
largely affected by drought. In some sections 
the Hessien fly was injurious. In the Nerth- 
west local storms were more or less destructive. 

Winter Woeat—July returns show an average 
condition of winter wheat of 91 against 101 in 
July, 1878. The New Engiand States average 
99. The crop here was small and late, but 


promising. Middle States, 86, Complaints of 
drought, mildew, Hessian fly, and local storms. 
The South Atlantic States, Stauds thioned

The Cabinetmakers Generally Favor the 
Reduced Hours of Labor. 


CITY LABORERS, 
THAT EIGHT-HOURS ORDER. 

Some time ago an order was made by the 
Council instructing the Commissioner of Public 
Works to hereafter work the men under bim on 
the streets only eight hours. He regarded the 
question as a grave one, especially since the city

Now, the whole rit and tenor of the ordi- 
nances governing this Department, and under 
which lam acting, is €xemplified im the contract 
system: that is, inviting tne fullest tompeti- 
tion so as to obtain the greatest amount of work 
for the least amount Of money, making it 
entirely voluntary with those who pro to 
work for the city, jetting them name their own 
terms without favoritiem to any, the only 
being the competition of their fellow- men. This, 
in a word. is the rule governing the Department 
under the laws con img My action. The réso- 
lution ana order quoted are directly in conflict 
with these. All seem to be in force, and yet I 
cannot obey all. Icannot carry out this resolu- 
tion and order without violating the spirit and let- 
ter of the rest of the ordinance in force.

HIS RESPONSE IS AS FOLLOWS: 

Cc. &. Waller, Commissioner Public Worke— 
Dear Sin: I have just received from you the an- 
nexed communication, The resolution of June 
30, 1870, directe you to compiy with a resolution 
passed by the Common Vouncil Sept. 10, 1866, 

The resoiution of Sept. 10, 1 required the 
Board of Pavlic Work to make eight hours a legal 
work-day. The resolution of July 1879, in- 
structs you to pay the men e in isying 
water-mains $2 a day for their labor. 

The jomt effect of the three resolutions is to in- 
struct you to pay the men for laying water-mains 

2 for each day's work, estimating the day at eigat 
ours. If am info that the men are working 
under a contract for $1.25 per day for each day of 
ten hours, which is 17% cents per hour. Two dol- 
lars for each day's work of eight hours would be at 
the rate of 25 cents per hour. Under the contract 
rice the men would receive each $1.40 for eight 
— work, While t tne resolution be complied 
with they will receive $2 each for eight hours’ work. 

The question then is eimply whetner yon have 
the power to donate toeach of the men who may 
work eight hours per day 60 cents per day of the 
puolic money. Jam of the opinion that vod have 
not, and that the ine,ruction of the Council 
that effect is a nullity. 

The Council in its fret resolution passed Sept. 
10, 1866, recognizes) the fact that the Gene a 
Assewbly is powerlesato enacta law making eight 
hours a legal day's work in the case of a special 
contract providing fora different time. The reso- 
lution is as follows: 

**(1) Resolved. That the Council recommend to 
the next Legisiature of Illinois the passing of a law 
making eight hours a legal cay'’s work, where no 
special contract for diferent time shall be made 

In auswer to your second and third questions I 
would aay that itis clearly your duty, under the 
law and the ordinance of Dec. 30, 1878, organizing 
your department, to economize and save the city 
at all points, and in ali matters pertaining to your 
official transactions, so far as this may be done 
consistently with such part of the public service as 
is committed to your charge, and to make con- 
tracts the most advantageous fpancially to the city 
that you can. 

Waiving the question whether the City Council 
bas the power to provide that eight hours shall 
constitute a working day for laborers employed by 
the city. it is sufficient to say that the Council bas 
not the power to provide that the market price or 
value of ten hours’ work shall be paid such 
laborers for eight hours’ work. In other words, 
the donation from the public funds of the value of 
two hours work each day to each man wao may 
work eight bours is not a coreorate purpose, and .s 
not within the power of the Council. spectful- 
ly, Francis Apams, Corporation Counsel.

and he stated that he should act under it. In 
other woods, he said he should pay the street 
employes tor the time they worked, but in no 
event would he undertake to pay them for ten 
hours’ work when they had only done eight. If 
they preferred, however, to work eight hours 
for eight hours’ pay, he would have no objec- 
tion, but he would only pay them for the hours 
they worked. This is the first set-pack the 
eight-hour movement has received in the city, 
but there is no danger of its lead iug to any mis- 
understanding or trouble.

BRUTAL HUSBANDS. 

A wife-beating case of more than usual im- 
portance was reported last night from the Chi- 
cago Avenue Station.

As recentiy as last Fridav night the brute beat 
his wife severely, but even then she would 
not prosecute nor appear against aim. Last 
night Dr. Brmckhaus and others were in attend- 
ance upon the woman, and were unable to say 
how the case would result. McClerney came 
here recently from California, and has a family 
of four children. , 

In the West Division another professional 
wife-beater named Ole Anderson, living on 
North Halsted street, severely beat his wife, 
Mary, and was arrested.

OFFICER COLLINS HELD. 

The inquest on the boay of James Leigh, who 
was shot by Officer John Collins on Kansas 
street a few aights ago, was held yesterday at 
the West Twelfth Street Station.

LABOR AND CAPITAL. 


Riotous Operations of the Workmen ia the 
Lumber-Mills of Davenport, Rock Island, 
and Moline—Pennsylvania—The Indianap- 
olis Printers. 

Specia! Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Davenport, Ia., July 15.—The strike of lum- 
ber-mill workmen, originating in one mill in 

Kock Island Monday, became general in the 

three mills of that city this morning, the demand 

being that ten instead of eleven hours should 
constitute a day’s labor. A body of 175 of the 
strikers, about 10 o’clock in the morning, 
marched up to Moline, where they stopped the 
lumber-mills of Heater & Son and Dimock, 
Gould & Co., in spite of the wishes of 
the employes, then stopping the engines 
and dispersing the hands themselves. The 
same crowd, at a meeting held this 
afternoon, agreed to come to Davenport to- 
morrow morning and shut down the four mills 
of this city, in which at least 500 men are work- 
ing, and desire to continue atit. The plea these 
strikers make is that the mills have no right to 
run over ten hours each day, and that the last 

General Assembly of Illinois made ten hours a 

legal day’s work. They demand that every 

mill in this vicinity shafl at once run on 

ten-hours’ time without reduction in 

wages, 80 far as the mills in 

Moline are concerned, the hands 

would all go to work at the old terms at a mo- 

ment’s notice if not molested by the visiting 
strikers. The general impression among the 

mill- owners is that they can stand the present 

position of affairs as long as the strikers can.

GENEVA LAKE. 


The Famous Wisconsin Watering Place 
Goings and Comings of Prominent People 
A Big Hetel Project, Ete., Ete.

Geneva Lake, Wis., July 14.—Our imagina- 
tion will not let us believe that we are on the 
shores of the cradle of the Rhine, but common 
sense teaches us that we are in a region of rare 
beauty. 

There are no prominent features to remind 
the traveler here of that enchanting lake in 
Switzerland over which Mont Blanc watches 
like a grim sentinel, but our American lake pos- 
sesses other distinguished characteristic which 
will render it ever immortal to the American 
people. 

Instead of an atmosphere of poetry and 
romance, the Wisconsin Lake Geneva bears on 
its wave the breath of health and rest. 

There is an abundance of picturesque scenery 
in the region of the town, and what has been 
done artificially adds also greatly to its beauty. 

The beach near which Tun TRIBUNE corre- 
spondent has found a convenient spot to rest 
rises in soft curves and falls gracefully back 
again, and the white sandon the shore is left 
undisturbed or unbroken by shell or pebble. A 
little farther to the right the surf swells over 
the breaker, and piles of rock and undergrowth 


are left on the beach. 
Trolling is a favorite sport on the lakes, and

Fox Laks, Wis., July 14.—“ There is no per- 
fect happiness in this world,” said the old 
hunter one evening in our camp on the Little 
Manistee, forty miles from civilization as the 
crow flies, except When man approximates 
as nearly as possible to the original say- 
agery of the race. Having given utterance to 
this great truth, the old Hunter, as if wearied 
with its delivery, turned over on the fragrant 
ground and was soon answering the sombre 
howl of a wolf skulking among the pines with 
defiant nasal snorts. * 

It was some such feeling as this that induced 
the scribe to accompany the broker to the re- 
mote wilds of Northern Michigan, but besides 
this general purpose of fleeing from railroads, 
telegraphs, base-ball. beefsteaks, and “ Pina- 
fore,” there was a specific motive, and that was 
to catch the grayling, that rare and 
royal fish who spurns all waters that 
are not swift as the arrow, clear 
as the crystal, and cold as charity,— 
a fish who must be toiled for and fought for 
with much skill of band and fatigue of body, 
but who repays the effort with his gameness, 
swiftness, and strength in the water and a 
toothsomeness on the table that would satisfy 
the most blase epicure. 

We, the ascribe and broker, left Chicago on 
the morning of June 30 for Manistee via Mil- 
waukee, resting in the latter slow-going place, 
where the bob-tailed borse-car indicates the 
local conservatism, until night, when we took 
the siae-wheeler Jobn A. Dix for Manistee. 
The Dix bas as many lives as a cat. It has run 
upon bars. It has collided with vessels. It has 
broken in twain amidships. It has been on fire, 
and yet it still lived to land us safely at the 
dock in Manistee after a trip through the moon- 
light night that was Ike a midsummer uicht's 
dream, and a breakfast that was as horrible as 
a nightmare. 

MANISTBE WAS UP AND DRESSED, 
swathed in the smoke of burning pine all 
around its lake, and noisy with the whirr of its 
buge gang-saws as we drove through its saw- 
dust streets, followed by troops of garrulous 
dogs, to the farm of the old hunter, two miles 
out among the pines, who was to be our Fidus 
Achates through the tangled; pathless wilduer- 
ness where a blazed tree or broken brake were 
the only guide-posts pointing the way to the 
home of the grayling. After a breakfast of 
substantial country fare, ending with a dessert 
of delicious strawberries, were just be- 
ginning to ripen in this sandy soil, and which 
seemed to me to have a more delicious favor 
than our Southern berries, the day was spent in 
preparations for the trip viingland. 

As a preface to this fam trip an inventory 
of the caravan as it left fer the woods in the 
evemug twilight will be of interest, and may be 
of value in informing those who desire to in- 
duige in this rare sport what they should take 
with them as a necessary outfit for a week's 
camping. There were five of us,—the old 
hunter, brouzed with many seasons of eam- 


paguing in the w verging on 00, 
but. tough as a stump: the 
printer, bis éon-inlaw, ekillea in knowl- 
edge of woodcraft, add possessed . of 


wondertul strength and endurance; the broker, 
‘with a wholesome fear of bears, and laboring 
under the serious convictiin that it was fore- 
ordained he should be bttten by a ratticsnake 
before he returned from the trip; the scribe, 
who presents no special except his 
inordinate appetite and bis capacity for somno- 
lence; and the dog Frank, whose companionshi 
was better than that of most mer. At 6 S 
on that evening, the firat four were on the top 
of alarge wagon drawn by two strong horses 
accustomed to the woods, and the fifth was un- 
der it. Loaded upon the wagon were the fol- 
lowing 
HETEROGENEOUS OUTFIT, 
not one article of which could be omitted with- 
out causing serious discomfort: a tent, soread - 
ing about eleven feet by thirteen; 300 pounds 
of ice; oats and bay sufficient for the horses; 
fine heavy blankets, four extra suits of old 
clothes, including heavy woolen under and 
overshirts, woolen stockings, and russet plow- 
boy shoes that buckle round the ankles, these 
being the best for wading; one large mattress; 
a bueket, large tin pail, ax, hatchet, 
and wasbbowl; a®@alf-dozen knives and forks, 
cups, saucers, and spoons; a half-dozen towels; 
two tin platters: a gun, teapot, frying- pan, tea- 
kettle, tin mug, Janterp, paper of nails, paper 
of pins, needles, and thread; a coil of wire, cake 
of soap, and a few boxes of matches ; four quarts 
of bait (che common angle-worm, —artiflcial flies 
are for ornamental fishermen who never catch 
anything); four creels; cigars and smoking to- 
bacco ad lib.; and whisky, brandy, Jamaica 
ginger, and other preventives from taking 
cold in the same proportion,—though the pound 
of tea in our canister was worth all of them to- 
gether, and in the pine country is the main stay 
of fishermen, hunters, and loggers; a quart of 
kerosene; six loaves of bread (rye or Graham): 
three pounds of butter; packages of salt and 
pepper; the doughnut, that fruit which grows 
in every clime without number; two dozen 
onions: a dozen turnovers; two. pounds of 
smoked-beef sausage; two cans of beef; six 
quarts of baked beans, which have wonderful 
staying powers; two cans of tomatoes, and the 
same number of corp; a quart of vin- 
egar and a jar «of assorted pickles; 
and the inevitable two or three loaves of 
cake, which the good housewife insists must go 
as the last link to bind us to civilization, though 
as useless in that region as the finery of a society 
belle in the wigwam of asquaw. The fishing 
tackle for grayling is very simple. A well-pro- 
portioned joint bamboo rod about sixteen feet 
in length with extra tip and without reel; a fine 
silk grass line, the ordinary trout-hook, but not 
too fine, or it will cut through the tender mouth 
of the Serv unf; good strong leaders, a buckshot 
for sinker, and a smal! float which will carry the 
line under the alders, around logs, or into holes 
much more accurately than you can cast it, con- 
stitute the best snare that can be laid for the 
unsuspecting grayling. 
One hour after leaving the house 
un EXPEDITION 


was in the pine woods, and we had bidden fare- 
well to the sight of all human faces save our 
own, and of all human habitations save two or 
three deserted logging camps, with no signs of 
the woodman who had temporarily lived in 
them, except empty cracker boxes, pork bar- 
rels, and bean cans, or here and there a rail 
fence and a single furrow among the stumps and 
dead pines, where some homesteader, or moss- 
back as they call them there, had established 
himself with the fond hope of makin 

a home, only to find himself 4 
to leave to escape starvation. So hour after 
hour through the night we rode on into the wil- 
dervess, our rouch road leading us through pines, 
beeches, and oaks, through which great fires 
had run, leaving » jagged stumps that 
assumed all weird and fantastic shapes in the 
moonlight, and great towering dead pines that 
stood like colossal sentries on guard over this 
region of desolation and silence, for there was 
not a sound on this memorable journey save the

In afew minutes I counted sixteen variet 
the handsomest being a black and drab, mark 
with conceutrie rings of spots like the eyes ” 
on a peacock’s feather. The romance was 
abruptly stripped from these pretty creatures 
fluttermg among the flowers, when I found them 
swarming m great troops among decaving fish 
which had been thrown one side as too small to 
pack, showing that there is a skeleton even in a 
butterfy’s closet. A bugologist would bave 
reveled in these woods, for there were count- 
less varieties of insects, some of them exquisite- 
ly marked, espetially the moths and 

flies, the daintiest creatures of them all being a 
dragon fly witn red head, blue body, and black 
wings, and a snow-white miller with a little 
round bead like a seed pearl. The ground was 
red with wintergrecn berries as large as cran- 
berries, and every step you took crushed de- 
licious wild strawberries under your feet. There 
Was a scarcity of mttie birds in tie 
woodland scene, but high over the pines 
the eagles sailed, and tber seemed the 
proper accessories of this boundless contiguity 
of shade which shut out sun and sky. That 
night we slept the sleep of the just, laid out in 
order upon the fragrant earth like four mum- 
mies in a httle prramid, swathed in grotesque 
cerements and stuffed with aromatic spice, while 
Frauk, our vigilant guard, slept across our feet 
with his nose between his paws, rousing on 
sionally to grow! as some wolf bowled dismally 
ou the hiils overlooking our camp, or some pine 
tree came crashing down in the distance, break- 
ing the solemn silence of the night.

will serve fer them all. At a short distance 
from its outlet the Manistee River divides into 
the Big and Little Manistee, and down these 
two streams floa\ the logs which this year will 
furnish Milwaukee and Chicago with 200,000,000 
feet of lumber and 400,000,000 shingles. There 
are but two or three streams in Michigan 
where grayling are found, and none 
to my knowletge west of Lake 
Michigan, or nearer to it than the borders 
of the Arctic region. Of these few streams, the 
Little Manistee is the beit for graylmg, and, as 
we had ascended it toa point far above where 
the loggers had penetrated, our toil and trouble 
were richi? repaid by findfag these royal fish 
where they had not been disturbed by the logs 
or any living creatures except the deer and bears 
who come to its shores to drink, At this point, 
and indeed throughout its entire length, the 
Little Manistee is not more than twenty-five 
feet in width. Its current is very swift, its 
bottom bard and rocky, and its watervery clear, 
cold, and pure, as very little vegetable matter 
grows in it. Except in the holes, w are from 
three to five feet in depth, the water & scarcely 
above one’s ankles; but the grayling, tike his 
cousin the trout, seeks these holes or cool, 
swift currents that run under the alders. He is 
not often found in the sunny shallows. Ae the 
banks of the river are — wooded and the 
spaces intervening between the trees are choked 
with vines and underbrush, it is absolutely neo 
essary to wade the river. To accomplish this 
with the most ease and least u 
the scribe would advise the fisherman to 
discard. at once any intention of mackin- 
toshes or rubber suits. They are a sham and 
delusion. Provide yourself with an old pair of stout 
trousers, heavy woolen oversbirt and undershirt, 
and warm woolen stockings. Get a pair of russet 
ehoes and slit them to let the water out. 
shoes do not grow stiff with wetting. Have a 
duplicate of this suit ready in the campto put 
on dry when you return, and there is no danger 
that you will take cold. After being once 
ACCUSTOMED TO THE WATER 
you will enjoy yourself in it more than you will 
on shore. Accoutred as you are, plunge boldly 
in, moving along carefully, and with as little 
noise as possible. The broad soles of the russet 
shoes, and their fitting to the shape of the foot 
after being once wet, will give you a firm foot- 
hold,—a necessary requisite, as otherwise a — 2 
pery stone or root might cause you to suddenly 
sit down in the river, a result whieh is not con- 
ducive to success in catching fish, which are nat- 
urally shy, and are not accustomed to that sort

Several sam, les ot new barley have been re- 
ceived here. One from California denotes a 
superb crop on the Pacific coast, which has all 
been garnered. The winter barley of Ohio and 
Kentucky is also pronounced excellent. New 
York and Canada, according to reports, both 
promise an abundant and fine harvest. The 
Northwestern crop is also looking finely, 
though the heavy dews and intense heat are dis- 
coloring it alittle, In the West the farmers 
have commenced to cut the barley, and with. 
about ten days of fine weather it will be secured 
in good condition. The reports from the North- 
western States generally give a reduction in 
yield, but a crop of superior quality. 

The new crop year opeus under more favor- 
able circumstances than usual. The old barley 
has been so well used up that the surplus to be 
carried over will be much smaller than several 
past seasons. . 

The leading produce markets were moderately 
active yesterday, and rather weak, chiefly, as it 
seemed, because of tine, hot weather. Pro- 
visions were again easier, though bogs were in 
small supply. The weather is not favorable to 
the handling of pork stuff, and this would make 
packers backward even if there were no yellow 
fever fear in the background to keep 
down the production of meats. Country 
holders of hogs are keeping back sup- 
plies till’ packers show more disposition 
to work, and the result is dullness in hogs and 
hog products, but the fact that our stocks are 
not being rapidly increased prevents a decline in 
prices. Spring wheat was weak here, though 
reported strouger in England. There fs not 
much demand for these grades, and reports of 
better weather for harvesting tend to reduce 
prices; besides which, the market was hampered 
yesterday by the offerings from men who 
thoucht they could obtain better prices by sell- 
ing on higher quotations from Europe. The 
more liberal arrivals of winter wheat helped to 
check the demand for spring, and make opera- 
tors for the latter look in the direction of lower 
prices. Winter was stronger, under a very 
good demand, and sales were made at a further 
advance of Ilge. It was surmised that some 
of the purchases of winter wheat were made to 
fill short sales on the seaboard, while other lots 
were taken for the use of interior millers. 
Fleur was in good export demand, with 
much offered. Exporters want flour at t 
83. 5004.50, which means that it has been made 
from No. 3 wheat. The low grades of wheat 
are now scarce, and it does not pay to make 
what are usually known as “export grades” 
out of No. 2, though the price-difference be- 
tween No. 2 and No. 3 spring wheat is less than 
half of what it was a fortnight ago. Corn was 
again easicr, though only in moderate supply, 
the fine weather here being more than a coun- 
terpoise to a reported stronger feeling on the 
British markets. Oats were weak for much the 
same reason as corn Rye was steady, and bar- 
ley nominally dull. 

Lake freights were quiet and unchanged. For 
corn to Buſtalo 2c was bid, and Me asked, with 
little room aveilableat any price. To Kingston 
e was paid on corn, and de for wheat. 
Through to New York by lake and canal was 
quoted at Tage corn, and e for wheat. 
Through to Boston mpmineal at Lic on corn. Rail 
freights were steady at 20c per 100 lbs on grain 
to New York, but little doing at those figures. 
Through rates on meats to Liverpool were 
quoted at 42'¢@45c per 100 Ibs, and 58%{c to 
Autwer p. 

The dry goods market was quiet,—was, in 
fact, dull, the volume of sales being small. 
Prices, however, were thorouguly sustained all 
around. Jobbers of boots and sboes reported 
nothing new. There was a licht movement at 
previous prices. In the grocery market the 
chapges were copfined to a further advance in 
sugars, all grades excepting loaf, crushed, and 
powdered being marked up an e. Coffees, 
teas, rice, and most other lines were firm. 
There were no changes in the  but- 
ter and cheese markets, trade continuing 
quiet, with prices easy. hot weather 
operated to check trading those staples. 
Dried fruits were firm, though in light demand. 
Peaches, apples, prunes, currants, and raisins 
were strong. The fish market was unchanged. 
There was a fair movement on country account 
at steady prices. No changes were reported in 
the oil market. Paints were dull, with white- 
lead firm at the late advance. Tobacco is firm 
and advancing. Bagging was unchanged. Coal 
was dull as last quoted. 

The sales of lumber at the yards was again 
fair. At the cargo market a fair business was 
also transacted at recent prices. Dimension 
stuff continues steady under light receipts, and 
all inch lumber excepting common gelle 
promptly. ‘The monthly statement of stocks on 
hand shows a gratifying state of affairs, the 
stocks being less than a year ago iu spite of the 
heavier receipts. This shows that trade this season 
has been unusually good, and that the sbip- 
ments have been, as everybody claimed, much 
heavier than the daily reports indicated, the 
latter being made up on the supposition that 
green instead of dry stuff has been shipped by 
weight, while a car-load of dry measures a great 
deal more than a car-load of green lumber. The 
wool market was quiet and steady, and broom- 
corp was held at quoted figures, with a spas- 
modic inquiry. Seeds were lifeless. The hay 


dealers reported higher prices in view of the 


searcity of old hay and the good demand. The 
hide market was tame, and potatoes were dull 
and weak, the farmers in the suburbs having 


secured most of the trade. Poultry was steady. 


Green fruits were plenty and weak, especially 
the soft varieties, which were quickly affected 
by the beat.

Chances of a War with Engtand. 

Catcurra, June 29.—The Burmese situation 
is still very unsatisfactory, but the tendency, on 
the whole, is towards the slow subsidence of the 
alarm and irritation produced at first by the 
King’s wholesale slaughter of his relatives, and, 
secondly, by the military preparations which the 
King began in terror of the consequences of his 
barbarity, which compelled the British Govern- 
ment to take corresponding measures for the 
protection of the frontier of Burmah and to 
give its people confidence. These measures 
naturally reacted on the fears of the King, and 
while the neighborhood of the British troops in- 
creased his caution, it stimulated his militar 
activity. The British frontier troops are sti 
on someth like a war-footing. The exer- 
tions of the King to call out what he terme his 
army have, indeed, only exposed his weakness, 
since the display of ill-armed ragamuffins has 
not restored public confidence in the power of 
Upper Burmah to resist the British force. The 
King himeelt, after the review of the grand 
army, had sense to be disappointed and enraged 
at the absurd spectacle. Neverthe! there is 
no calculating precisely on what the Monarch, 
with his habits and tas may not suddenly 
do. Hence the British @Wemforcements cannot 
be withdrawn; and seeing that at Mandalay 
they are regarded us a standing menace, and 
that the Rapgoon papers take great care to 
explain that the King has ¢ reasons for 
attributing to us the most subversive in- 
tentions, the King in return continues his 
parading and drilling. It is difficult, therefore 
to foresee an early issue out of the situation of 
suspense and mis ing thus produced. 
The worst of it is that the commerce of Ran- 
goon is suffering heavily from the apprehension 
of something about to happen, it being judged 
that the troops cannot be intended to stand idle 
long. The Goverament of India and the Chief 
Commissioner have in vain for the last four 
months prociaimed that their policy is only de- 
fensive and precautionary, unless they are se- 
riously provoked by the Mandalay Government.

liveliest contestthat bas ever yet been waged 
between the bird and soft-money ideas 
in this State, the great godfather of fiat-cur- 
reney, William Alles, with hardly a moment’s 
warning. with apparettly no disease about him, 
has passed away. Wel: the conglomerate ad- 
vocates of unlimited curtyncy capable of making 
a forecast of the future, hey could but see in 
this death the prophecy ot their own easy de- 
mise iu October. But, as these people are pe- 
culiarly unequal to the task t seeing the end 
from the beginning, they will doubtless let the 
Jesson pass unheeded. 

But the death of Gov. Allen has even a deep- 
er significance than this. it should be borne in 
mind that, in 1875, when the last great struggie 
was made between the wrong and the right on 
the money question, the Democrats, as usual, 


the stalwart, though aged and trembi ing, advo- 
cate of the doctrine, William Allen, and per- 
mitted him to be ignominiously beaten. It is 
somewhat sad to contemplate the close ofa 
career, if not of brilliancy, at least of integritv, 
thus made. The glorious Republican victors © 
that year, on exactly the,same issue as is raised 
in this, set the stakes for the Presidential con- 
test of the succeetling year; aud the Democracy, 
never learning by the stern admonitions of ex- 
perience, never pftofiting by mistakes, but ever 
brooding over the stale and rotten mispomers 
of the past, and making themselves the imper- 
sonati of retrogression and the enemies of 
progress, take up old, exploded issues and con- 
quered conceptions, put to fail, bleed, and die, 
again and again, on the same old battle-flelds. 

The object of this letter is to give some remi- 
niscences of the déad Governor, as gained from 
a conversation to-day with an.old gentleman of 
this village, commonly called Uncle Jones. 
Unele Jones and Uncle Bill Allen were young 
men together in Ross County, fifty years ago; 
and the former’s remembrance of the early dava 
were said to be very vivid. A walk of a mile 
through the hot July sun brought us to-the cozy 
rural residence of ’Squire Ayers, the son-in-law 
of the object of our search. Uncle Jones, an 
old man of more than 80, was seated upon the 
porch in his Sunday garb, with his shirt-collar 
unbuttoned and thrown back as far as it could 
go, displaying his bronzed neck and breast. He 
was intently perusing bes Bible, and it was only 
when my companion had approached close to 
his elbow and spoke a cheerful good-morning 
that he became aware of our presence. 

„Good morning, good morning, gentlemen!”’ 
said Uncle Jones. Take. a seat, and make 
yourselyes as comfortable as you can. This is 
scorching weather, isn’t it?“ 

An affirmative reply brought forth the further 
observation from the old gentleman that he had 
hardly ever known worse weaiher in all the 
varied experiences of four-score-and-seyen sum- 
mers.

Frank, candid, and sincere, he practicec what 
2 — looked with the holy eyes of char- 
ty upon the failings and mistakes of men. He 
betieved tm the power of kindness, and spanned 
with divine sympathy the hideous gulf that sep- 
arates the fallen from the pure. 

Giving freely to others the rights that he 
claimed for himself, it never occurred to him 
that bis God hated a brave and honest unbe- 
licver. He remembered that even an infidel 
has rights that love respects; that hatred has. 
no saving power; and that, in order to be a 
Christian, it is not necessary to become less 
than a man. He knew that no one can be 
maligned into kindness; that epithets cannot 
conyince; that curses are not arguments; and 
that the finger of scorn never points towards 
Heaven. With the generosity of an honest 
man, he accorded to all the fullest liberty of 
thought,—knowing, as he did, that in the realm 
of mind a chain is but a curse. 

For this man I entertained the profoundest 
respect. In spite of the taunts and jeers of his 
brethren, he publicly prociaimea that he would 
treat infidels with fairness and respect; that he 
would endeavor to convince them by 1 * 
and win them with love. He insisted that the 
God he worshiped loved the well-being even of 
an atheist. inthis grand position he stood al- 
most alone. Tender, just, and loving, where 
others were harsh, vindictive, and cruel, he 
challenged the respect and admiration of every 
honest man. A ‘few more such clergymen might 
drive calumny from the lips of faith and render 
the pulpit worthy of respect. 

the heartiness and kindness with which this 
generous man treated me can never be excelled. 
Hie admitted that I had not lost, and could not 
lose, a single right by the expression of my 
honest thought.

W hile this man was living, his brethern 
blamed him for having treated me with fairness.

John a Kasson, United States Minister to Aus- 
tria, is at the Brevoort House. He will leave 
early next week for Washington to receive bis 
838 from the State Department. On 

uly 30 he expects to sail again for bis post, the 
duties of which be has so far found very agreea- 
ble, both on account of the attractiveness of 

Vienna and the cordial reception extended to 

him in official circles. Being asked what was 

the situation among the political partics of his 
own State, he replied: 

“The success of the resumption scheme has 
done much to harmonize factions in Iowa, and 
the Greenback-Republicans are being drawn 
back into the old ranks again. I always felt 
that the sooner resumption. was elected the 
better, but there has been much opposition to 
the scheme ing the West. Now, 1 think, very 
few Greenbackers would be desirous of return- 
ing to the greenback basis. There is a feeling, 
however, among many that they would be bene- 
fited by a large increase of the amout of coin in 
circulation, on the principle that if money were 
to be had more easily prices would go up, and 
those who are stl in debt would be buoyed up 
by the inflation, and could get out more 
easily,” 

What effect has been produced in Iowa by 
the extra session of Congress!“ 

It has aroused the Republicans of the State. 
This attempt to replace the legislation designed 
to secure the results of the War by new legisia- 
tion dictated by Southern Democrats has made 
an issue which transcends all other issues, and 
on which the Republican party will rally ite full 
strength. There is a very strong fecling in 
Iowa against the drift of affairs at Washington.“ 

How does this color tne Presidential ques- 
tion!“ 

There are several men who are highly 
thougbt of, but I do not think Iam overstating 
the fact when I say that the great majorty of 
the people in lowa are looking in the direction 
ot Gen. Grant. ‘The financial question, and, 
more than this, the domination, of Southern 
leaders in Congress, is leading them to seek a 
strong man foraieader. ‘They feel that with 
Gen. Grant in the Presidential chair they can 
go to bed trusting that they will wake 
up in the morning and find the material and 
political interests of the country safe. They do 
not mingie adulation with their praise of Gen. 
Grant. They do not say that he has no faults, 
and that he has not made mistakes. But they 
believe that he is honest and capable, and that 
with enlarged experience and new and better 
surroundings he can serve them much better 
than before.“ 

Is there any force in the third-term objec- 
tions!“ 

None whatever now, since another Admin- 
istration has intervened. The third-term afgu- 
ment is apparently dead; the gravity. of the 
real issue bas wholly obscured it. There can be 
little question that the third-term objection was 
intended to apply to consecutive terms of of- 
fice. There is a law in Switzerland that no 
President shall hold office for two consecutive 
times. But after another administration has 
intervened an ex-President may become a candi- 
date again. By this rule the Chiet Executive 
cannot use the machinery of Government to per- 
petuate bis po ver.“

think not. He bas been very successful 
with resumption, and is a strong man, but 
Blaine is very well thought of out there.

How ao you explain the complete subserv- 
ieocy of Northern Democrats to their Southern 
brethren?’

The only remedy the 
North has for this state of affairs is to send 
more Democrats from the North than are sent 
from the South, or to send Democrats who will 
be independent and refuse to be governed by a

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\ EUROPEAN GOSSIP. 


New York, July 9.—None of the telegrams 
recently received make any mention of the war 
preparations in Germany, ‘but that such are 
being made is a fact. A new corps d' armee is to 
be created in Alsace-Lorraine, and new battal- 
ions are to be added to certain regiments. The 
design of all this is not very apparent; but 
some French writers think that the health of 
the Emperor of Russia is fast declining, and 


that the intentions of the Czarewitch are not 


too friendly towards Germany. The French are, 
however, becoming more copfident every day in 
their power to repel almost any invasion; and, 
as this sentiment is more openly expressed than 
formerly, * is not unlikely that Bismarck is pay- 
ing due attention to the fact. 

American lard has been warmly defended in 
the Reichstag; but a duty of 10 marks per 100 
kilos was, nevertheless, imposed. One of the 
members—Richter—thought that Germany 
would require to raise 4,000,800 more of hogs 
to make up for the present importations. It is 
amusing almost to see how American competi- 
tion has become the great bugbear everywhere 
through Europe. Even the dairymen are taking 
alarm, and large establishments on the centrifu- 
gal creaming system are being created in the 
neighborhood of the large towns.’ 

It has often been said that it is very difficult 
for new houses to do business in Germany, on 
account of the conservative habits of the people 
and the crowded condition of every career. Yet 
there are few countries where longer credits are 
given, and if we may judge from the Criminal- 
Court reports, where it can be so easily had. Per- 
haps bad trade in general has much todo with this. 
We know bow eager people are to sell in dull 
times. Hugo Gross, of Berlin, lately went into 
the wholesale commission business. His only 
capital consisted of two bills drawn on himself 
for 100 marks each,—scarcely $50 all told. Yet, 
within afew months he was doing a monthly 
trade of 5,000 marks, and goods to the value of 
10,800 marks were received from thirty-five 
manufacturers. Circulars had been sent broad- 
cast. No books were kept, and no payments 
were make; so the creditors finally had him ar- 
rested. 

It is rather alarming to see what little value 
is set nowadays on human life, at bome and 
abroad. A German gentleman, one foggy day, 
fired at what he imagined were a coupleof deer. 
On coming up to the game, he found he had 
killed an ass and its driver, a poor boy. He 
offered the owner of the dead ass 150 marks, 
but to the mother of the poy only 120 marks! 
If only some of our murderers could be made to 
pay the last penny they owned, it might make 
intending *‘ homicides’’ more cautious. 

It is Very evident that there was far greater 
sorrow among the English than among the 
French on the receipt of the news of Prince 
Louis Napoleon’s death. Thereis even a de- 
cided hint that too much ts made of the matter; 
and, as the funeral in England will be a most 
imposing affair, this sentiment will be more 
marked. The old pensioners were the most 
affected of any class of the Paris population. 


It is very doubtful whether the Prince 
would in any case dave lived long. 
He was scrofulous, and many years 
arco the papers contained a long 


account of the removal of a portion of the thigh- 
bone, and the insertion of a sitver plate. The 
operation was performed, I believe, by Dr. 
Nelaton. The writer in the Zvenement, whose 
scandalous attack on the dead has been much 
commented on, states that the Prince was sub- 
ect to fainting fits. The fact that a young 
Jorsican ia pupil in the Lycee St. Louis, who bad 
left the college on the first news of the event, 
and staid away but afew bours, during which 
time he bad gone to some newspaper-offices to 
learn the truth of the matter, was summarily 
discharged, shows what a great change had 
taken place in the feelings of the people. 

It is wonderful to find what immense public 
works are projected in France. The Vast sum 
of 352,350,875 francs is required for the puplic- 
work estimates of 1880. But the entire sum de- 
manded for the improyement of rivers, cavals 
ports, railways, etc., is po less than 8,835, 998,383 
frances. or, in round numbers, $767,798,676. ‘ 

While we are complaining, and justiy, of the 
dangerous immunity which is given to persons 
recklessly using firearms, let us hope that not 
even on the fourth of July will there be such a 
development of the “amusement” as that 
which was lately witnessed in the Rue des Can- 
nettes, Paris. ‘The street is verv quiet, but, on 
the day in question, reyolver-cartridges would 
be thrown into the street at frequent intervals. 
Many of them exploded, but fortunately no one 
was wounded. Some thirty in all were thus 
thrown, but, despite the efforts of the police, 
they could not find from whence they came. 

Decidedly the disciples of Darwin are recely- 
ing confirmation of their views from all quar- 
ters. M. Broca read a paper, at the last meeting 
of the Anthropological Societv, on The Ar- 
tistie Sense in Autmals.“ While savages dave 
no intelligence for pictures, etc., the young Af- 
rican monkey. we are assured, recognized his own 
portrait with acry of jov. A portrait of tbe 
sloth was received with aversion. But here is 
the most remarkable experience: The monkey 
is thus artistically appreciative only when he is 
very young; as soon ashe changes his skin he 
says farewell to those refining sentiments, or 
at least becomes less susceptible. 

The number of pew industries is every day 
increasing. A woman was lately observed going 
along the Seine, carrying a basket of small pieces 
of wood. When a person came along with a 
Newfoundland, or any other dog that would 
take the water, she would approach and offer 
one of the small sticks. The stick was, of 
course, to be thrown into the water for the dog 
to swim for. And it seems that the enterpris- 
ing woman got rid of ber basketful. Yet 
more singular was the method of earning 
a living adopted by another Freuchwoman. 
A gentieman met her in the neighborhood of 
the Hote! des Invalides. She carried a bundle of 
clothes which were anything but clean, and her 
coutinued presence among the old pensioners 
was equally mystifying. The gentleman ascer- 
tained, on questioning her, that she was a 
„ moncheuse, and that her occupation was to 
enable old pensioners, who bad lost both hands, 
to have the use of a pocket-handkerchief. 

French theatrical news is necessarily dull, ex- 
cept what relates to the visit of the French 
Company to London, and of which the public 
must have had enough. The mistakes of French 
journalists about everything English is not 
wanting in the comic element. Even Jules 
Claretie, one of the best-informed of the chron- 
iquers of Paris, gives the following version of 
the old English song: 

Oh! the roast beef of the Old England! 
Ou! the roast beef 
English! 
which, if not exactly hitting the nail on the 
head, is yet tolerably close. It is very easy to 
make mistakes in Frech. The gorgeous visit 
of the Lord-Mayor of London to Paris a few 
years ago confirmed the French people more 
than ever ju their ancient belief that le Lor 
Maire is the great English dignitary; and on 
this occasion he has been written up in 
that peculiar licht maoper which in Paris 
passes for—reporting. The role of Adah Men- 
ken in The Pirates of the Savannah“ is to be 
taken by a young Frenchwoman; and perhaps 
: new series of corporeal theatricals is about to 
egin. 

The warm weather has sent society out of 
town, and given the ladies the place and oppor- 
tunity for adopting the startling noveltics of 
dress which could, for the first time, be only 
weil worn in the comparative retirement of the 
country. White is all the rage. The Indian 
shawlis also coming greatly into fasbion for 
evening. Leghorn and Manilla bats are worn 
with a deep inclination over the eyes, and have 
field-flowers and double-colored roses.

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PICTORIAL TOILETTES IN FRANCE.

Paris, June 22.—Fasbion is becoming truly 
artistic in its consultations with painters of the 
day, in consequence of the charming pictorial 
toilettes exhibited in the Salon this year, gmong 
which that of Sarah Barubhardt, designed by 
Bastien-Lepage, is conspicuous for ite attrac- 
tions. A white velvet robe falls around the 
frail form, in folds that only a knowledge of es- 
thetic laws could arrange; while waves of filmy 
white material, draping the head and shoulders, 
produce a magical effect, in conformity with the 
refined simplicity of the whole attire. The hair, 
which is of that reddish tinge seen in Titian’s 
Venetian beauties, relieves all these exquisite 
whites, as rich ju hue as the ivory statuette the 
great actress holds admiringly in ber bands. 
The portrait is in profile, with drooping eyes 
and half-open lips, and is truly a gem of art. 

A ball-costume next attracted my attention as 
singularly handsome, but requiring all the scru- 


pulous care in accessories to bring forth 
its unique elegance. It is a com- 
bination of violets and  yellows,—the 
court-train being of yellow silk. over 


which violet flowers of different shades are 
thrown m great profusion. The yellow ground 
of the silk is of that peculiar metallic hue which 
under candlelight looks golden in its shimmer- 
ing lustre; and M. Gervey has thrown over the 
picture a light producing the same effect where- 
in the glare of a lamp is softened by the rays of 
early dawn.

Nothing 
more pleasing can be imagined. 

A charming toilette de campagne by the same 
artist is very simple In its graceful contours and 
lilac hue, and well becomes Mile. V., who ap- 
pears before us ip this attire in the midst of 
rural beauty. The dark blue ot her umbrella re- 
flecta brightly on a coquettish white hat, and 
proves that many Parisians are wrong in 
imagining that umbrellas are incapable of pro- 
ducing picturesque effects. There is an in- 
vincible repulsion here for these protectors on 
that account, whether in rain or sunshine; and, 
therefore, tiny parasois of brilliant colors, 
sometimes painted with borders of flowers, ac- 
company many fashionaple toilettes de cam- | 
pague this season, instead of the larger ones 
used last year. The unusual amount of rain to 
which we have lately been subjected (a great 
detriment to the pictu ue in view of 
umbrellas) has given rise to the proposition of 
covering with glass some of the principal 
promenades, in order,“ states the petition, 
that one mav promenade witn dry feet and a 
chapeau guaranti.” The subject is not so 
fanciful as may be imagined, as present indi- 
cations denote that the walks in the 
immense garden of the Palais Royal will 
be commenced to be covered in this way next 
October, although the consideration of covering 
the rue de Richelieu and the place de la Bourse 
is indefinitely postponed. A prominent journal- 
ist advises all to become habituated to the raia 
in Paris, as our ancestors did, and reconcile our- 
selves to the l umbrella until 
the time when all Paris shall de covered with 
glass and become a vast winter- garden. It is 
acknowledged that an umbrella is uograceful 
and inconvenient when closed, and still more 

less when the rain demands its complete 
development. In repose, it cannot be used as a 
cane, and in the rain one must exercise a man- 
euvre as complicated as that of a captain of a 
vessel crossing the reefs. There the reefs ara. 
other umbrellas; then the eyes, ears, and hats 
of those not furnished with the commodity. 
The traditional affection of our ancestors for 
their umbrellas has all passed away. To-day 


these utensils come and go, are lost 
and found, without causing an emo- 
tion, like many other old fireside com- 


panions of our fathers. Just 200 years ago, 
when the umbrella first made its appearance, it 
was a luxurious appendage which every one 
could not afford to use. With bow much care 
was it surrounded !—how tenderly was it cared 
for! When moist, it was spread out to dry, 
then affectionately placed in its case and put 
carefully away. Mute witness of the joys and 
sorrows of the family, it became an indispensable 
member thereof; it accompanied the infant to 
baptism, and never left the old man till death, 
when it followed him to the tomb. A poet 
might have written verses on it that would 
make us weep; but none would attempt it now. 

This appreciation of picturesque effects ex- 
tends in every possible direction in Paris, and 
the resignation of Senator Rainevilie is publicly 
regretted au point de vue pitt ue, as 
he was seven fect tall. He was as large as 
Frederick the Great, and ornamented the 
corteges. 

As politics creep into everything, I may ven- 
ture to state that, while the death of the Prince 
Imperial bas aroused several claimants to the 
throne of France among the Bonapartes, the 
Legitimists are not idle in designing plans for 
the Count de Chambord, or Henry V., as he 
styles himself. The old Faubourg St. Germain 
regards the Count de Chambord as the legiti- 
mate sovereign, and is more confident in the 
restoration of bis so-called rights than that a 
Bonaparte will ever reign or the Republic con- 
tinue. 

The death of the Prince of Orange, of which 
the 3 have been heralded far and near 
recalls a brilliant fete which he attended in good 
health three weeks before, at the Cercle des 
Mirutons.

There, in large, upright cases, behind panes of 
thick plate-glass, sparkled the ornaments that 
used to light up their wearer’s box at Les Ital- 
iens or the Grand Opera with their lustre, and 
that always divided with the representation of 
the evening the attention of the audience. There 
they shone in their dazzling beauty; whole sets, 
not only of diamonds, but of sapphires, 


rubics, emer&lds, turquoises, antique cam 
and opais,—that last parure being celebrat 
throughout Europe. As to the smaller articles, 
such as separate bracelets, brooches, medallions, 
sets composed ofa pin and zs merely, 
etc., ete., their number was legion. ere were 
ve pearl necklaces,—the chief being the one 
that was presented by Napoleon III. to the 
Empress Eugenie on the occasion of their mar- 
riage. It is composed, not of black pearls, as

mense oval emerald, ccc en cabochin, with a 
pear-shaped ne forming a pendant, and the 
famous Watch, its back formed of a round 
emerald, and five splendid rings. Of the opals 
I have already written. wonderful 1 
chain of huge oval opals set in diamonds that 
I used so often to see on the shoulders of its 
owner at the Opera occupied the centre of the 
case. An artist's eye would bave been attracted 
by the set of fine antique cameos mounted in 
diamonds, and comprising a diadem, necklace, 
and earrings. ‘Then there were eight or ten 
watches of different shapes and styles,—one a 
large daisy in diamonds, another an exquisitely- 
enameled quiver, a third a helmet in green 
enamel and gold, a fourth set in the 
tail of a peacock in Due enamel 
and diamonds, a fifth set in an 
eyeglas, a sixth hidden in a gold snuff-box, etc., 
etc. Then there were antique ornaments of the 
Louis XIII. and Louis XV. periods, precious for 
their workmanship and antiquity, and modern 
trinkets without end, enough, in fact, to stock 
a small jewelry shop; a set of pea-pods in 
Cold, with pearls for peas, one of gold shells, 
each containing a large pearl; palettes of gold 
for earrings set with rubies, emeralds, dia- 
monds, and sapphires, to represent the colors, 
sets of coral, of enamel, of cameos, etc., etc., 
Cold smelling-bottles, gold eyeglasses, a belt 
mounted in silver, and having attached to it a 
whole arseval of implements in silver; all the 
useless luxury of that spleadid loveless exist- 


ence, set forth amid the dust and squalor of the

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A Sham Siege. 

Beginning with Aug. 27 and ending on Sept. 
23, all the operations connected with a regular 
siege will be carried out at Ingolstadt, in Ba- 
varia. The defense of the fortress will be in- 
trusted to Maj.-Gen. Brandt, while the attack- 
ing forces will be under the command of Maj.- 
Gen. von der Jann. The troops taking part in 
the siege operations will consist of three regi- 
ments of infantry, one regiment ot foot artillery, 
five squadrons of light cavalry, two battalions 
of engineers, the company of railway artificers, 
and detatcbments of two battalions of the min- 
tarv train. The attack will be mainly directed 
against a portion of the south front of the 
fortress on the right bank of the Danube, not 
very far from the Central Railway Station.
